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INDIAN  RICE,  SESAMUM  AND  SUGAR  CANE  ACREAGE 

The  area  sown  to  rice  in  India  for  the  present  season  is  72,310,000 
acres,  according  to  the  preliminary  forecast  as  cabled  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at 
Rome.    For  the  season  1926-27  the  preliminary  forecast  was  73,093,000  acres 
as  compared  with  the  final  estimate  of  79,133,000  acres. 

The  area  sown  to  sesamum  at  the  time  of  the  second  estimate  was 
3,528,000  acres  or  371,000  acres  above  the  area  sown  during  the  correspond- 
ing period  last  year.     The  final  acreage  last  year  was  4,764,000  acres  or 
50  per  cent  above  the  second  estimate.     The  area  sown  last  year  was  the 
smallest  since  1920-21. 

The  second  forecast  of  the  sugar  cane  acreage  of  India  places  the 
area  sown  at  2,924,000  acres  or  5  per  cent  above  the  second  forecast  for 
last  year.     It  is  also  slightly  above  last  year's  final  estimate. 

CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  German  -pork  market  weakened  further  during  the  week  ended  Oc- 
tober 26.     Hog  receipts  were  veil  maintained,  and  the  average  price  at 
Berlin  went  to  $13.02  per  100  pounds,  the  lowest  level  since  early  in  July, 
lard  at  Hamburg  also  declined  sharply.     See  page  641. 

The  British  bacon  market  declined  again  over  the  week  ended  October 
26.    Average  quotations  on  Danish  Wiltshires  at  Liverpool  declined  $1.51 
per  100  pounds  to  $20,43,  the  lowest  point  since  early  August.  Canadian 
offerings  were  correspondingly  lower.     Bacon  imports  were  heavy  during 
September  and  early  October.     See  page  641. 

The  British  barley  market  was  generally  firm  for  the  week  ended 
October  27.     Best  quality  English  malting  was  steady  at  recent  rates. 
Lower  grades  were  offered  freely,  but  high  grade  foreign  sorts  were  less 
active.     Danubian  supplies  were  moderate.     Better  transportation  conditions 
have  improved  Russian  offerings,  but  North  America  is  becoming  the  main 
source  of  surely.     Quotations  on  San  Francisco  were  firmer,  however,  wish 
supplies  scarce.     Demand  for  feeding  barley  was  quieter,  with  keen  co-roeti- 
tion  among  sellers.     The  new  Argentine  crop  is  reported  as  making  satisfac- 
tory progress  under  clear,  warm  weather.     Showers  in  South  Australia  have 
improved  the  outlook  there. 

!7oel  -prices  on  the  Bradford  market  as  of  October  27  were  being 
strengthened  by  foreign  demand,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  Consul  Thomp- 
son at  Bradford.     There  is  a  good  demand  abroad  for  English  wool.    For  Jan- 
uary delivery  tops  64 's  are  selling  for  $1,03  at  Bradford.    Fine  crossbreds 
have  advanced  about  2  cents.     Inquiry  for  piece  goods  has  slightly  improved. 
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BREAD  GRAINS

Last  week  we  listed  35  countries  as  reporting  3,085,079,000  bushels,  an  in- 
crease of  5.3  per  cent  over  1925  "hen  those  countries  accounted  for  84.9  pel 
cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.     See  table,

Conditions  in  Canada 

Threshing  of  wheat  in  Canada,  is  neariiig  completion  and  all  previous 
records  on  the  marketing  of  the  grain  are  being  broken,  according  to  re- 
ports of  the  Canadian  pacific  Railway. 

Garnet  wheat  production  in  Canada  in  1927  is  estimated  at  10,000,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  400,000  bushels  in  1925,  according  to  a  report 
from  Vice  Consul  Paul  Boweriiian  at  Ottawa,  Canada,  quoting  an  editorial  in 
an  Ottawa,  newspaper.     Garnet  wheat  is  a  new  early  ripening  variety  evolved 
by  agronomists  at  the  Canadian  Government  Experimental  farm  at  Ottawa.  In 
1925  the  Canadian  Department  of  agriculture  distributed  14,000  bushels,  not 
more  than  4  being  given  to  any  one  farmer.    About  12,000  acres  were  sown, 
with  a  harvest  of  about  400,000  bushels.     In  1927,  350,000  acres  were  sown 
and  the  crop  is  estimated  at  10,000,000  bushels.     Since  Garnet  ripens  10 
days  ahead  of  Marquis,  it  is  in  demand  for  the  border  lines  especially.  Thi 
year,  where  unusually  wet  conditions  prevailed,  Garnet  ripened  about  2  weeks 
ahead  of  Marquis.     The  limits  of  cultivation  are  expected  to  be  extended 
further  north  by  this  grain  while  present  districts  will  be  less  damaged 
by  frost. 

European  crop  conditions 

The  weather  over  Europe  for  the  week  ending  October  27  was  generally 
favorable  to  field  work  and  crop  development,  according  to  Acting  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.     The  grain  markets  continued 
generally  quiet.     The  marketing  of  the  new  crops  is  slow.    A  slight  im- 
provement was  noted  during  the  weffik  in  foreign  inquiries  on  the  Rumanian 
and  Bulgarian  markets. 

Consular  and  newspaper  reports  of  the  wet  season  and  poor  crops  in 
England  are  in  line  with  the  London  "Times"  September  estimate  of  deterioraf 
condition  of  the  wheat  crop,  previously  reported,     So:ae  reports  speak  of 
the  season  as  the  worst  in  forty  years.     It  is  believed  to  have  reduced 
materially  the  milling  quality  of  the  wheat  as  well  as  reduced  the  merchant- 
able quantity. 
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Tus^Lan  grain  situat ion 

Russian  grain  procurements  reported  at  the  beginning  of  October 
continue  on  the  downward  tread,  due  to  the  uncertain  outlook  for  the  win-, 
ter  crops  and  also  to  extensive  private  buying  around  Odessa,  according 
to  a  cable  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V,  Steere  at  Berlin. 
Some  reports  from  Odessa  state  the  outlook  for  the  wiater  crops  is  poor. 
These  reports  apparently  pertain  to  Ukraine,  the  Xasakstan  region,  parts 
of  North  Caucasus,  Central  Agricultural,  and  to  the  Middle  Volga  as  else- 
where conditions  are  said  to  be  average  or  above.    Local  showers  were  re- 
ported over  Russia  for  the  week  ending  October  37,  but  the  areas  around 
the  Black  and  Caspian  Seas  need  more  moisture, 

Tinter  wheat  acreage  for  the  1938  harvest  in  Forth  Cai^.casus,  one 
of  the  most  important  wheat  export  regions  of  Russia,  is  given  in  a  pre- 
liminary report  in  "Economic  Life"  for  October  6  at  9,365,000  acres. 
Actual  statistics  are  not  available  for  1927  for  comparison,  but  the  area 
is  roughly  estimated  at  -3,630,000  acres  on  the  basis  of  an  officially  re- 
ported IS  per  cent  increase  over  1925  when  the  acreage  was  placed  at 
7,311,000  acres.     The  1929  increase  is  reported  to  be  at  the  expense  of 
rye  and  barley.    There  has  been  an  increase  in  winter  wheat  acreage  in 
that  region  every  year  since  1935,     Spring  wheat  acreage  has  not  increased 
correspondingly,    Winter  wheat  constituted  36  per  cent  of  the  total  wheat 
area  of  the  region  in  1925,  nearly  41  in  1S26  and  over  41  in  1927.  The 
growth  of  the  winter  belt  this  year,  which  is  being  extended  into  districts 
where  no  winter  crops  were  grown  before,  is  being  favored  by  three  factors; 
Unfavorable  planting  conditions  last  Spring  which  resisted  in  a  reduction 
of  the  area  planted  to  summer  crops,  compared  with  the  original  estimates; 
dry  sissmer,  resulting  in  an  earlier  crop  and  harvest;  and  high  yields  of 
the  winter  crops,  demonstrating  their  advantage  compared,  with  the  spring 
crops,  also  their  better  power  of  resistance  to  drought  compared  with 
spring  crops.     In  view  of  the  large  .amount  of  foreign  material  contained 
in  the  North  Caucasian  grain,  considerable  efforts  are  made  by  the  local 
administration  to  introduce  pure  seed  grain.    Fumigation  of  the  seeds  is 
carried  on  with  a  view  to  preventing  the  spread  of  the  mould, 

'"inter  sowing  was  delayed  in  the  region  between  Kharkov  and  Poltava  in 
northeastern  Ukraine  on  account  of  dry  weather,  which  was  succeeded  by  the 
rainy  season  around  September  20,  according  to  a  correspondent's  report  in 
"Economic  Life"  of  October  1.     This  is  the  more  unf adorable,  as  long  experi- 
ence has  demonstrated  that  best  yields  result  in  caaes  where  sowing  is  com- 
pleted approximately  by  August  and  during  the  present  campaign  such  early 
planting  is  exceptional.     The  clear,  stable  weather,  however,  permitted  farm- 
ers to  finish  all  threshing  before  the  approach  of  the  fall  rains. 
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Southern  Hemi sphere 

Argentina  experienced  another  week  of  moderate  temperatures  and 
slightly  below  normal  rainfall  in  the  north  but  almost  twice  the  normal 
amount  of  rain  in  the  south,  according  to  reports  to  the  United  States 
leather  Bureau.    During  the  past  five  weeks  the  temperature  in  the  grain 
districts  of  Argentina  has  averaged  slightly  above  normal.    The  total 
rainfall  in  the  north  for  that  period  has  been  5.9  inches,  or  2.4  inches 
above  normal,  and  in  the  south  3.1  inches,  or  0.3  inch  above  normal.  No 
reports  on  weather  conditions  in  Australia  have  been  received  during  the 
week. 

Movements  to  market 

United  States  wheat  is  now  beginning  to  move  in  greater  volume  and 
total  exports  for  the  season,  which  amount  to  104,407,000  bushels,  now 
for  the  first  time  exceed  exports  for  the  same  period  last  year,  which 
were  103,571,000  bushels.    The  smaller  crop  in  the  southwestern  states 
caused  the  lag  in  the  early  season.    The  Canadian  weekly  movement  from 
Port  William-Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  has  been  steadily  increasing  since 
October  1  and  for  the  reek  ending  October  21  shipments  from  Fort  William- 
Port  Arthur  were  11,894,000  bushels  and  from  Vancouver  were  729,000  bushels. 

United  States  wheat  -prices 

The  cash  price  of  wheat  slumped  during  the  week  ending  October  21. 
The  weighted  average  cash  price  of  all  grades  and  classes  dropped  4  cents 
to  $1.28,  the  low  level  reached  a  month  ago.    Winter  wheats  again  contrib- 
uted largely  to  the  general  decline,  no! 2  hard  winter  and  no.  2  soft  winter 
dropping  3  and  5  cents  respectively,  while  no.  1  darK  northern  spring  ad- 
vanced 1  cent  and  no.  2  amber  durum  dropped  only  2  cents.

fense Committee  has  been  formed  and  the  Cuban  Export  Coirpany  organised.  As 
previously  stated,  the  export  company  will  handle  all  matters  pertaining  zo 
sugar  for  export  to  countries  outside  of  the  United  States,    '-he  first  sale, 
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amounting  to  158,000  short  tons  (150,000  long  tons)  raw  sugar  has  already 
been  made,  the  total  amount  was  sold  to  the  United  Kingdom  at  2,83  cents 
c. i.f.  or  slightly  below  the  world's  market  price.     This  sale  represents 
the  total  amount  of  the  present  Cuban  sugar  stocks  that  the  export  company 
will  handle.     According  to  a  temporary  provision  of  the  lav/,  the  quantity 
of  sugar  to  be  delivered  to  the  export  company  from  the  present  supply  was 
limited  to  168,000  short  tons.     According  to  trade  sources,  stocks  of  sugar 
at  all  points  in  Cuba  on  October  15  amounted  to  1,080,504  short  tons  as 
compared  with  932,930  short  tons  at  the  same  date  last  year.    Deducting  the 
168,000  short  tons  which  are  to  be  shipped  to  the  United  Kingdom  from  this 
year's  stock,  a  balance  of  912,604  short  tons  is  left,  which . represents  the 
amount  available  for  domestic  consumption  and  for  United  States  supply. 


OILSEEDS 

Early  information  in  the  peanut  trade  at  Tsinan  and  Tsiugtao,  China, 
indicates  a  short  crop  of  peanuts  this  year,  only  about  75  per  cent  of  an 
average  crop,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Paul  0. 
Nyhus.     A  poor  stand,  due  to  low  germinating  seed,  and  droughts  in  the  in- 
terior during  the  growing  season  are  given  as  the  explanation  of  the  poor 
crop.

EIGHT  MONTHS  SLAUGHTER  BY  FREEZING  HOUSES  IN  ARGENTINA:     The  number 
of  cattle  slaughtered  by  freezing  establishments  in  Argentina  for  the  first 
8  months  of  1927  was  2,261,000  compared  with  2,038,000  for  the  same  period 
of  1926  or  an  increase  of  11  per  cent*.    Slaughter inga,  however,  were  1.7  per 
cent  less  then  for  the  same  period  in  the  record  year  of  1924.     The  rmaber 
of  sheep  killed  in  these  months  of  1927  was  2,203,000,  an  increase  of  25 
per  cent  over  1926.     Swine  slaughterings  daring  the  same  period  of  1S27 
numbered  155,000  compared  with  137,000  in  1926,  an  incr-ase  of  14  per  cent. 
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THE  BRITISH -APPLE  MARKET:     Prices  received  for  American  apples  at 
the  Liverpool  auction  on  Wednesday,  October  26,  indicate  a  general  improve- 
ment in  the  market,  according  to  quotations  cabled  to  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Emit  Specialist  in 
Earope.     Supplies  of  English  apples  are  diminishing.     The  English  market 
could  take  more  highly  colored  boxed  apples,  states  Mir.   Smith.     In  general, 
the  market  at  the  present  time  is  undersupplied  with  red  dessert  varieties. 
Grapefruit  supplies  are  heavy.     There  is  an  active  demand  for  high  grade 
fruit  in  Copenhagen,  states  Mr.   Smith.     American  barreled  stock  in  general- 
is  in  light  supply  and  there  is  an. active  demand  for  fruit  in  first  class 
condition,     Virginia  Jonathans  topped  the  market  in  Liverpool  this  week. 
A  large  proportion  of  the  shipments  of  barreled  stock  arriving  during  the 
past  week  was  not  in  standard  merchandising  condition.     In  fact,  the  con- 
dition of  all  the  available  supplies  of  barreled  stock  was  classified  as 
variable.     The  demand  for  boxed  stock  during  the  past  week  was  good.  Sup- 
plies of  boxed  varieties  in  general  were  light.     See  Foreign  Service  release

YUGOSLAV  PRUNE  PRODUCTION:     The  estimate  of  the  exportable  surplus  of 
Yugoslav  prunes  remains  unchanged  at  about  27,500  short  tons,  according  to  a 
cable  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.   Steere  at  Berlin.  Reports 
from  Belgrade  indicate  that  business  has  been  more  active  recently  because 
of  improved  foreign  demand. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


FOREIGN  BUTTER  PRICES  UNCHANGED:     Prices  of  butter  in  the  principal 
European  markets  were  well  maintained  during  the  week  ended  October  27. 
Copenhagen  remained  unchanged  at  the  equivalent  of  38.9  cents  a  pound. 
London  quotations  remained  unchanged  on  most  descriptions  with  New  Zealand 
and  Australian  a  shade  lower.     Against  the  slightly  lower  New  York  quo  tac- 
tion of  48.0  cents  on  92  score  the  margin  stands  at  9  cents  in  favor  of 
domestic  markets.    As  compared  with  a  year  ago,  foreign  prices  are  rela- 
tively higher,  and  with  Australian  supplies  belated  the  London  market  is 
characterized  by  a  firm  undertone.     Foreign  reports  indicate  that  the  usual 
early  winter  decline  due  to  arrivals  of  colonial  supplies  at  their  heavi- 
est may  be  less  marked  than  last  year  when  considerable  quantities  were 
diverted  to  United  States  markets.     Shipments  afloat  on  October  22,  ac- 
cording to  a  cabled  report  from  the  American  agricultural  Commissioner  in 
London  included  10,136,000  pounds  from  New  Zealand,  1,960,000  pounds  from 
Australia,  and  784,000  pounds  from  Argentina.     For  detailed  comparative

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FOREIGN  DAIRY  CONDITIONS 

World  "butter  markets  at-  this  time  of  the  year  are  all  influenced 
directly  or  indirectly  by  the  transition  from  the  flush  of  dairy  produc- 
tion in  the  northern  hemisphere,  to  the  new  season  in  the  south.     In  the 
northern  hemisphere  generally,  the  season  has  "been  prolonged  by  weather  con- 
ditions favorable  to: fall  production.     Supplies  from  the  northern  sources  con- 
tinue to  be  unusually  heavy  In  the  ..principal  importing  countries,  but  the  mar- 
kets remain  strong.    i  . 

The  present  strength. of  the  foreign  butter  markets  is  attributable 
very  largely  .to  the  unusual  backwardness  of  the  season  in  Australia  and  Argen- 
tina and  the  comparatively  light  supplies  .that  are  now  available  and  in  pros- 
pect from  the  southern  hemisphere  as  a  whole.     If  present  European  supplies 
were  now  being  added  to  by  the  output  of  a  favorable  spring  in  Australia,  the 
situation  would  be  very  different  from  that  now  prevailing.    As  it  is,  the 
price  difference  between  Copenhagen  and  :  New  York  and. between  New  Zealand 
butter  in  London  and  comparable  grade's  tin  New  York  is  not  much  less  than  the 
import  duty  of  12  cents  per  pound.     At  this  time  last  year  small  quantities 
of  foreign  butter  were  already  finding  a  market  in  this  country,  but  while 
the  Australian  dairy  season  continues  so  unfavorable  as  at  present,  the.  pros- 
pect is  not  alarming. 

The  imports 'of  butter  into  Great.  Britain- .and  Germany,  together  amounted 
in  September  to  75, 000, 000 . pounds . against  68,000,000  in  September  of  last  year, 
while  for  the  nine  months  ended  September  30,. 1927,  they  amounted  to  639,000, 
000  pounds  against  569,000,000  pounds  during  the  nine  months  of  last  year.  The 
Copenhagen  quotation  is  now  slightly  higher  than  on  the  corresponding  date 
of  last  year.     The  poorer  prospect  for  early- supplies  from  the  southern  hem- 
isphere is,  without  doubt,  the  most  strengthening  influence  in  the  current 
foreign  situation.    Foreign 'prices  have  shown  some  decline  within  the  last 
month,  but  the  undertone  of  the  European  markets  remains  firm. 

Briti sh .markets  absorb  heavy -supplies 

September  import s  of  51,823,000  pounds  of  butter  into  Great  Britain 
were  8  per  cent  heavier  than  last  year  and  17  per  cent  heavier  than  in  1925. 
As  compared  with  August  the  imports  show  practically  no  falling  off,  reflect- 
ing the  generally  favorable  late  pasture  conditions  on  the  continent,  Sept- 
ember arrivals,  exceeded  those  of  August  from  Final dn,  Sweden,  Denmark,  France 
and  the  Irish  Free  State.    Russian  supplies  continued  to. fail  off,  although 
the  season  of .  arrivals i  f rom  Siberia  is  normally  later  than  from  other  sections 
on  the  continent.     Somewhat  less  New  Zealand  butter  was  received  in  September 
than  in  the  previous  month,  but  the  arrivals  and  shipments  now  afloat  are  com- 
paratively  heavy  for  the  season.    Most  notable  in  the  import  trade  for  Sept- 
ember is  the  very  small  supply  from  Australia,  amounting  to  little  more  than 
a  million  pounds.     Three  times  as  much  was'  received  from  that  country  during 
the  previous  September  and  five  times  as  much  two.  yeaa-s  ago.    Total  imports 
of  butter  into  Great  Britain  during  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  amounted] 
to  514,850,000  Pounds,  against  510,725,000  pounds  and  523,878,000  wounds  in 
the  corresponding  periods  of  ,1926  and  1925  respectively.

Germany  continues  to  import  heavily 

German  demand  for  butter,  of  the  higher  grades  especially,  is  being  met 
only  by  increased  foreign  supplies.     Eecent  price  advances  in  the  German  mar- 
kets cannot  at  this  season  bring  forth  sufficient  increase  in  domestic  supplies 
of  the  best  quality  to  result  in  any  lessening  of  the  German  demand  for  foreign 
butter,  according  to  the  Berlin  butter  trade  review,  "Nachrichten  fur  den 
Butterund  Fettwarenhandel"  of  October .8,  1927.     Imports  during  September  of 
this  year  totaled  22,712,000  pounds,  against  22,046,000  pounds  in  August  and 
19,625,000  pounds  last  year,  according  to  a  cabled  report  from  the  office  of 
the  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  Berlin.     For  the  nine  months  ended 
September  30,  imports  totaled  173,731,000  pounds  or  about  10  per  cent  more 
than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.

Russian  surplus  less  than  in  recent  years 

By  far  the  greatest  part  of  the  Russian  surplus  of  butter  finds  its 
destination  in  Great  Britain  and  Germany.     The  exports  of  Russian  butter  thus 
accounted  for  during  the  nine  months  January  to  September,  inclusive,  were 
slightly  less  this  year  than  in  either  of  the  two  preceding  seasons.  The 
combined  imports  of  Russian  butter  into  these  two  countries  during  the  first 
nine  months  of  1927  were  40,619,000  pounds,  against  43,695,000  pounds  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1926,  and  41,792,000  pounds  in  that  of  1925,  The 
falling  off  in  Russian  supplies  for  the  British  and  German  markets  was  rather 
considerable  during  September. 

New  season  favorable  in  New  Zealand;  very  unfavorable  in  Australia 

Conditions  affecting  spring  production  in  New  Zealand  continue,  accord- 
ing to  latest  information,  to  be  unusually  favorable  with  the  increasing  out- 
put going  onto  a  rising  market.     From  Australia,  on  the  oth^r  hand,  reports 
continue  to  indicate  a  backward  season  with  little  or  no  surplus  as  yet  avail, 
able.     On  Septembsr  17  it  was  reported  that  in  New  South  Wales  probably  anoth 
month  would  be  required  to  get  production  above  local  requirements;  in 
Queensland  more  rain  was  needed  before  there  could  be  any  marked  increase  in 
production,  and  in  Victoria,  where  conditions  were  less  unfavorable,  inter- 
state demand  was  abosrbing  all  available  surplus.     Shipments  reported  afloat 
on  October  7,  due  to  arrive  in  London  as  late  as  November  14,  amounted  to 
774,000  pounds,  only,  from  Australia,  against  7,401,000  pounds  from  New 
Zealand.     From  Argentina,  also,  shipments  then  afloat  were  still  msignif  ican
